acquired for the purposes of this Act as it shall deem appropriate.
Section 25. Acceptance of grants, |loans, and appropriations.

The Authority shall have the power to apply for and accept grants,
| oans, advances and appropriations fromthe Federal Government and

from the State of Illinois or any agency or instrunentality thereof
to be used for the purposes of the Authority, and to enter into any
agr eenent in rel ation to such grants, |oans, advances and

appropriations. The Authority may al so accept from the State, any
St at e agency, departnment or conm ssion, any county or other politica

subdi vi si on, any muni ci pal corporation, any railroads, schoo

authorities, or jointly therefrom grants of funds or services for
any of the purposes of this Act. The Authority shall be treated as a
rail carrier subj ect to the Illinois Conmmerce Commission's
jurisdiction and eligible to receive noney from the Gade Cossing
Protection Fund or any fund of the State or other source avail able
for purposes of pronoting safety and separation of at-grade railroad
crossi ngs or highway inprovenents.

Section 30. Borrow ng noney and issuance of bonds. The
Authority may incur debt and borrow noney fromtinme to tinme and, in
evidence thereof, may issue and sell bonds in such anount or amounts
as the Authority nay determne, to provide funds for carrying out the
purposes of this Act, and to pay all <costs and expenses incident
thereto, and to refund and refinance, fromtine to tine, bonds so
i ssued and sold, as often as may be deened to be advantageous by the

Aut hority.
Section 35. Taxing powers. The Authority shall not have the
power to |levy real property taxes for any purpose whatsoever."; and

The
Authority may act through its nmenbers by entering into an agreenent
that a nenber act on the Authority's behalf, in which instance the
act or performance directed shall be deenmed to be exclusively of,
for, and by the Authority and not the individual act of the nmenber or
its represented person.

Section 60. Meetings; quorum resolutions. Regular neetings of
the Authority shall be held at |east quarterly, the tine and pl ace of
those neetings to be fixed by the Authority.

called by the Chair or by any 3 nenbers of the Authority by giving
notice thereof in witing, stating the time, place, and purpose of
the neeting. The notice shall be served by special delivery letter
deposited in the nmils at Ileast 48 hours before the neeting. A
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majority of the menbers of the Authority shall constitute a quorum
for the transaction of business.

The Authority may, at any tine, require a new bond
for the Treasurer in such penal sumas nay then be determ ned by the
Aut hority.

Section 70. Deposit and withdrawal of funds; signatures. Al l
funds deposited by the Treasurer in any bank or savings and | oan
associ ation shall be placed in the nane of the Authority and shall be
wi t hdrawn or paid out only by check or draft upon the bank or savings
and | oan association, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by
the Chair of the Authority. Subject to prior approval of the
designations by a majority of the Authority, the Chair nmay designate
any other nenber or any officer of the Authority to affix the
signature of the Treasurer to any Authority check or draft for
paynment of salaries or wages and for paynent of any other obligation
of not nore than $2, 500.

No bank or savings and |oan association shall receive public
funds as permtted by this Section unless it has conplied with the
requi renents established under Section 6 of the Public Funds
I nvest ment Act .

Section 75. Delivery of check after executing officer ceases to
hold office. If any officer whose signature appears upon any check or
draft issued pursuant to this Act ceases to hold office before the
delivery of the check or draft to the payee, the officer's signature
neverthel ess shall be valid and sufficient for all purposes with the
same effect as if the officer had remained in office until delivery
of the check or draft.

(a) The GCeneral Assenbly finds, determ nes, and declares the
fol | owi ng:

Aut hori zati on Anendnents and Base Cdosure and Realignnment Act
(Public Law 100-526; 10 U S.C 2687 note), the Defense Base
O osure and Realignnment Act of 1990 (part A of Title XXIX of
Public Law 101-510; 10 U S. C. 2687 note), or Section 2687 of
Title 10 of the United States Code (10 U.S.C.  2687), and actions
t aken by the Secretary of the Arny to transfer mlitary
installations pursuant to the Illinois Land Conservation Act
(Title XXIX of Public Law 104-106; 16 U. S.C. 1609), as
suppl enent ed and anended, have an adverse socioecononi ¢ i npact
upon the State residents due to the loss of «civilian job
opportunities, the transfer of permanently stationed mlitary
personnel, the decline in population, the vacancy of existing
buil dings, structures, residential housing units and ot her
facilities, the burden of assunming and maintaining existing
utility systens, and the erosion of the State's econom c base.

(2) The redevel opnent and reuse by the public and private
sectors of any nmilitary installation closed by the Secretary of
Def ense and converted to civilian use is inpaired due to little
or no platting of any of +the |land, deleterious |and use and
| ayout, lack of community planning, depreciation of physica
mai nt enance, presence of structures bel ow ni ni mum code standards,
excessi ve vacancies, |ack of adequate utility services and need
to inprove transportation facilities.

(3) The closing of mlitary installations within the State
is a serious nenace to the health, safety, norals, and genera
wel fare of the people of the entire State.

(4) Protection against the econom c burdens associated with
the closing of mlitary installations, the consequent spread of
economi ¢ stagnation, the inpairnments to redevel opnent and reuse,
and the resulting harmto the tax base of the State can best be




provided by pronoting, attracting and stinulating conmerce,
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i ndustry, manufacturing and other public and private sector
investment within the State.

(5) The continual encouragenent, redevel opnent, reuse,
grow h, and expansion of conmercial businesses, industrial and
manufacturing facilities and other public and private investnent
on closed nilitary installations wthin the State requires a
cooperative and continuous partnershi p between governnment and the
private sector.

(6) The State has a responsibility to create a favorable
climate for new and inproved job opportunities for its citizens
and to increase the tax base of the State and its politica
subdi visions by encouraging the redevel opnent and reuse by the
public and private sectors of new comercial busi nesses,
i ndustrial and manufacturing facilities, and other civilian uses
with respect to the vacant buildings, structures, residentia
housi ng units, and ot her facilities on closed nilitary
installations within the State.

(7) The lack of redevel opnment and reuse of closed nilitary
installations within the State has persisted, despite efforts of
State and | ocal authorities and private organi zations to attract
new conmerci al busi nesses, i ndustri al and nmanuf act uri ng
facilities and other public and private sector investment for
civilian use to closed nilitary installations within the State.

(8) The economc burdens associated with the «closing of
mlitary installations wthin the State may conti nue and worsen
if the State and its political subdivisions are not able to
provi de addi ti onal i ncentives to conmer ci al busi nesses,
i ndustrial and nmanufacturing facilities, and other public and
private investnment for civilian use to locate on closed mlitary
installations within the State.

(9) The provision of additional incentives by the State and
its political subdivisions is intended to relieve conditions of
unenpl oynment, create new job opportunities, increase industry and
commerce, increase the tax base of the State and its politica
subdi visions, and alleviate vacancies and conditions |eading to
deterioration and blight on closed nmlitary installations wthin
the State, thereby creating job opportunities and eradicating
deteriorating and blighting conditions for the residents of the
State and reducing the evils attendant upon unenpl oynent and
bl i ght.

(b) It is hereby declared to be the policy of the State, in the
i nterest of pronoting the health, safety, norals, and general welfare
of all the people of the State, to provide incentives that wll

(b) "Econom c devel opnent plan" neans the witten plan of a
muni ci pality that sets forth an econonic devel opnent program for an
econom ¢ devel opnment project area. Each econonic devel opnent plan
shal | i ncl ude but not be limted to (i) estinmated economc
devel opnent project costs, (ii) the sources of funds to pay those
costs, (iii) the nature and termof any obligations to be issued by
the municipality to pay those costs, (iv) the nost recent equalized
assessed valuation of the econonic devel opnent project area, (v) an
estimate of the equalized assessed valuation of the econonmc
devel opnent project area after conpletion of an econom ¢ devel opnent
project, (vi) the estinated date of conpletion of any economc
devel opnent project proposed to be wundertaken, (vii) a genera
description of the types of any proposed developers, users, or
tenants of any property to be located or inproved within the econonmc
devel opnent pr oj ect area, (viii) a description of the type,
structure, and general character of the facilities to be devel oped or
i mproved, (ix) a description of the general land uses to apply in the
econom ¢ devel opnment project area, (x) a general description or an
estimate of the type, class, and nunber of enployees to be enpl oyed
in the operation of the facilities to be devel oped or inproved, and
(xi) a commitnent by the nunicipality to fair enploynent practices
and an affirmative action plan regarding any econom c devel opnent
programto be undertaken by the nunicipality.

(c) "Econom c devel opnent project"” neans any devel oprment proj ect
furthering the objectives of this Act.

(d) "Econom c developnent project area" neans any inproved or
vacant area that (i) is wthin or partially within or is and
contiguous to the boundaries of a closed nmilitary installation as
defined in subsection (a) of this Section, (ii) is located entirely

within the territorial limts of a municipality, (iii) is contiguous,
(iv) is not less in the aggregate than 1 1/2 acres, (v) is suitable
for siting by a comercial, manufacturing, industrial, research

transportation or residential housing enterprise or facilities to



include but not be limted to commercial businesses, offices,
factories, mlls, processing plants, industrial or conmer ci al
di stribution centers, war ehouses, repair overhaul or service
facilities, freight termnals, research facilities, test facilities,
transportation facilities or single or mlti-famly residentia
housing wunits, regardless of whether the area has been used at any
time for those facilities and regardl ess of whether the area has been
used or is suitable for other uses and (vi) has been approved and
certified by the corporate authorities of the municipality pursuant
to this Act.

(e) "Econom c devel opnent project costs" nmeans and includes the
total of all reasonable or necessary costs incurred or to be incurred
under an econoni c devel opnment project, including, without limtation
the foll ow ng:

(1) Costs of studies, surveys, developnent of plans and
specifications, and inplenmentation and administration of an
econom ¢ devel oprent pl an and personnel and professional service
costs for architectural, engineering, |legal, marketing, financia
pl anning, police, fire, public works, public utility, or other
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services. No charges for professional services, however, may be
based on a percentage of increnmental tax revenues.

(2) Property assenbly costs within an econom c devel opnent
project area, including but not linmted to acquisition of land
and other real or personal property or rights or interests in
property.

(3) Site preparation costs, including but not Ilimted to
cl earance of any area within an econom c devel opnent project area
by denolition or renoval of any existing buildings, structures,
fixtures, utilities, and inprovenents and clearing and grading;
and including installation, repair, construction, reconstruction,
extension or relocation of public streets, public utilities, and
other public site inprovenents | ocated outside the boundaries of
an economic devel opnment project area that are essential to the
preparati on of the econom c devel opment project area for use with
an econom c devel opment pl an

(4) Costs of renovation, rehabilitation, reconstruction
relocation, repair, or renodeling of any existing buildings,
i nprovenents, equipnment, and fixtures within an economi ¢
devel opnent project area.

(5) Costs of installation or construction wthin an
econom ¢ devel oprment project area of any buildings, structures,
works, streets, inprovenents, equipnent, utilities, or fixtures,
whet her publicly or privately owned or operated.

(6) Financing costs, including but not Ilimted to al
necessary and incidental expenses related to the issuance of
obligations, paynent of any interest on any obligations issued
under this Act that accrues during the estimted period of
construction of any econonic devel opnent project for which the
obligations are issued and for not nore than 36 nonths after that
period, and any reasonable reserves related to the issuance of
t he obligations.

(7) Al or a portion of a taxing district's capital or



operating costs resulting froman econom c devel opnent project
necessarily incurred or estimated to be incurred by a taxing
district in the furtherance of the objectives of an econonic
devel opnent project, to the extent that the nmunicipality, by
witten agreenent, accepts and approves those costs.

(8) Relocation costs to the extent that a nmunicipality
determ nes that relocation costs shall be paid or is required to
pay relocation costs by federal or State | aw.

(9) The estimted tax revenues fromreal property in an
econom ¢ devel oprment project area acquired by a nunicipality in
furtherance of an econonmic devel opnent project under this Act
that, according to the econom c devel opnent plan, is to be used
for a private use (i) that any taxing district would have
received had the nunicipality not adopted tax i ncrenment
al l ocation financing for an econoni c devel opnent project area and
(ii) that would result fromthe taxing district's |evies made
after the tine of the adoption by the mnunicipality of tax
increment allocation financing to the tinme the current equalized
assessed value of real property in the econonic devel opnent
project area exceeds the total initial equalized value of rea
property.

(b) The Ceneral Assenbly finds that disruption in the provision
of nmedical and dental services, including nental health services, to
i ncarcerated persons in correctional institutions and facilities,
including juvenile facilities, of this State is detrinental to the
operation of those facilities, including the maintenance of security
in those facilities. The General Assenbly further finds that such
disruption will be less likely if there is a transition enploynent
period when a new contractor replaces a previous contractor in
providing nmedical, dental, or nmental health services in correctiona



institutions and facilities, including juvenile facilities, of this

(c) It is hereby declared to be the policy of the State of

"New contractor" nmeans a contractor with witten or oral contract
to provide covered services in a correctional facility that were
previously provided by a previous contractor or that will no | onger
be provided by a previous contractor when the previous contractor's
contract expires. The Departnent of Corrections shall be deened to
be a "new contractor" for purposes of this Act when the Departnent of
Corrections resumes providing covered services that were previously
provided by a previous contractor.

"Previous contractor" nmeans a contractor who had or has an ora
or witten contract to provide covered services but whose contract
has expired or is expiring.

Section 15. Transition enploynent period.

(2) Further, the use of a firearmgreatly facilitates the
commi ssion of a crinmnal offense because of the nore letha
nature of a firearmand the greater perceived threat produced in
t hose confronted by a person wielding a firearm Unlike other
danger ous weapons such as knives and clubs, the use of a firearm
in the conmission of a crimnal felony offense significantly
escalates the threat and the potential for bodily harm and the
greater range of the firearmincreases the potential for harm to
nore persons. Not only are the victins and bystanders at greater
risk when a firearm is wused, but also the Ilaw enforcenent
officers whose duty is to confront and apprehend the arned
suspect.

(3) Current |aw does contain of fenses involving the use or
di scharge of a gun toward or agai nst a person, such as aggravated




battery with a firearm aggravated discharge of a firearm and
reckl ess discharge of a firearm however, the General Assenbly
has legislated greater penalties for the conm ssion of a fel ony
while in possession of a firearmbecause it deenms such acts as
nore serious.

(b) Legislative intent.

(1) In order to deter the use of firearns in the conm ssion
of a felony offense, the General Assenbly deens it appropriate
for a greater penalty to be inposed when a firearm is used or
discharged in the commission of an offense than the penalty
i nposed for using other types of weapons and for the penalty to
i ncrease on nore serious offenses.

intervention needs of students with disabilities.

(b) On or before Septenber 30, 1993, the State Superintendent of
Education shall conduct a statew de study of the use of behaviora
interventions with students with disabilities receiving special
education and related services. The study shall include, but not
necessarily be limted to identification of the frequency in the use
of behavioral interventions; the nunber of districts with policies in
pl ace for working wth children exhibiting continuous serious
behavi oral problens; how policies, rules, or regulations wthin
districts differ bet ween ener gency and routine behavi ora
interventions comonly practiced; the nature and extent of costs for
training provided to personnel for inplenenting a program of
nonaversive behavioral interventions; and the nature and extent of
costs for training provided to parents of students with disabilities
who would be receiving behavioral interventions. The scope of the
study shall be developed by the State Board of Education, in
consul tation with individuals and groups representing parents,
teachers, administrators, and advocates. On or before June 30, 1994,
the State Board of Education shall issue guidelines based on the
study's findings. The gui del i nes shall address, but not be limted
to, the following: (i) appropriate behavioral interventions, and



(ii) how to properly docunent the need for and use of behaviora
interventions in the process of devel oping individualized education
plans for students with disabilities. The guidelines shall be used
as a reference to assist school boards in developing local policies
and procedures in accordance with this Section. The State Board of
Education, with the advice of parents of students wth disabilities
and other parents, teachers, adm nistrators, advocates for persons
with disabilities, and individuals with know edge or expertise in the
devel opnent and inplenentation of behavioral interventions for
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persons wth disabilities, shall reviewits behavioral intervention
guidelines at |east once every 3 years to determne their continuing
appropriateness and effectiveness and shall nake such nodifications
in the guidelines as it deens necessary.

(c) Each school board nust establish and maintain a conmittee to
devel op policies and procedures on the use of behavi ora
interventions for students with disabilities who require behaviora
intervention.

(1) The use of a dangerous weapon in the commission of a
felony offense poses a much greater threat to the public health,
safety, and general welfare, then when a weapon is not wused in
the conmi ssion of the offense.

(2) Further, the wuse of afirearmgreatly facilitates the
conmi ssion of a crinmnal offense because of the nore letha
nature of a firearmand the greater perceived threat produced in
those confronted by a person wielding a firearm Unlike other
dangerous weapons such as knives and clubs, the use of a firearm
in the coomission of a crimnal felony offense significantly
escalates the threat and the potential for bodily harm and the
greater range of the firearmincreases the potential for harm to
nore persons. Not only are the victins and bystanders at greater
risk when a firearm is used, but also the law enforcenent
officers whose duty is to confront and apprehend the arned
suspect .

(3) Current |aw does contain offenses involving the use or
di scharge of a gun toward or agai nst a person, such as aggravated
battery with a firearm aggravated discharge of a firearm and
reckl ess discharge of a firearm however, the General Assenbly
has legislated greater penalties for the conm ssion of a felony
while in possession of a firearmbecause It deens such acts as
nore serious.

(b) Legislative intent.

(1) In order to deter the use of firearns in the conm ssion
of a felony offense, the General Assenbly deens it appropriate
for a greater penalty to be inposed when a firearm is used or
discharged in the conmmission of an offense than the penalty




i mposed for using other types of weapons and for the penalty to
i ncrease on nore serious of fenses.

(2) Wth the additional elenents of the discharge of a
firearmand great bodily harminflicted by a firearmbeing added
to arned violence and other serious felony offenses, it is the
intent of the General Assenbly to punish those elenents nore
severely during commission of a felony offense than when those
el enents stand al one as the act of the offender

(3) It istheintent of the 91st General Assenbly that

or to require a notor vehicle dealer to accept, buy, order or
purchase such itens in order to obtain any notor vehicle or

(2) to order or accept delivery of any nmotor vehicle wth
speci al features, appliances, accessories or equipnment not

application fornms generally utilized by a manufacturer to
conduct its review and a copy of all agreenents regarding
the proposed transfer, send a letter by certified mil,
return receipt requested, advising the franchisee of any
refusal to approve the sale or transfer of all or part of
the interest and shall state that the dealer only has 30
days fromthe receipt of the notice to file with the Mtor
Vehicle Review Board a witten protest agai nst the proposed
action. The notice shall set forth specific criteria used to
eval uate the prospective transferee and the grounds for
refusing to approve the sale or transfer to that transferee.

deal er or franchi see may succeed to the ownership or managenent
control of a dealership under the existing franchise if:

(A If the franchiser intends to refuse to honor the
successor to the ownership of a deceased or incapacitated
deal er or franchi see under an existing franchi se agreenent,
the franchiser shall send a letter by certified nmail, return
recei pt requested, to the designated successor wthin 60
days from receipt of a proposal advising of its intent to
refuse to honor the succession and to discontinue the
existing franchise agreement and shall state that the
desi gnated successor only has 30 days fromthe receipt of
the notice to file with the Motor Vehicle Review Board a
witten protest against the proposed action. The notice
shall set forth the specific grounds for the refusal to
honor the succession and di sconti nue the existing franchi se
agr eenent .

If notice of refusal is not tinmely served upon the
desi gnat ed successor, the franchi se agreenent shall continue
in effect subject to termnation only as otherw se permtted
by paragraph (6) of subsection (d) of Section 4 of this Act.

Wthin 30 45 days fromthe date the notice was received
by the designated successor or any other person entitled to
notice, the designee or other person nmay file with the Board
a witten protest agai nst the proposed action.

When a protest has been tinely filed, the Board shal
enter an order, fixing a date (within 60 days of the date of
the order), time, and place of a hearing on the protest,
requi red under Sections 12 and 29 of this Act, and send by
certified mail, return receipt requested, a copy of the
order to the franchiser that filed the notice of intention
of the proposed action and to the protesting designee or
such ot her person.

The manufacturer shall have the burden of proof to
establish that good cause exists to refuse to honor the
successi on and di scontinue the existing franchi se agreenent.
The determ nation whether good cause exists to refuse to
honor the succession shall be mde by the Board under
subdi vision (B) of this paragraph (10). The manuf act urer
shall not refuse to honor the succession or discontinue the
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exi sting franchi se agreenent before the hearing process is

concluded as prescribed by this Act, and thereafter if the

Board determines that it has failed to neet its burden of

proof and that good cause does not exist to refuse to honor

the succession and discontinue the existing franchi se

agr eenent .

(B) No manufacturer shall inpose any conditions upon

successor is of good noral character or neets the reasonabl e
capital standards and, wth consideration given to the
volunme of sales and service of the dealership, uniformy
appl i ed m ni nrum busi ness experience standards in the mnarket
ar ea;

(11) to prevent or refuse to approve a proposal to
establish a successor franchise at a | ocation previously approved
by the franchi ser when subnmitted with the voluntary termnation
by the existing franchisee unless the successor franchi see would
not otherwi se qualify for a new notor vehicle dealer's license
under the Illinois Vehicle Code or unless the franchi ser, having
t he burden of proof, proves that such proposed successor is not
of good noral character or does not neet the franchiser's
exi sting and reasonabl e capital standards and, wi th consideration
given to the volune of sales and service of the dealership,
uniformy applied mninmm business experience standards in the
mar ket area. However, when such a rejection of a proposal is
made, the nmanufacturer shall give witten notice of its reasons
to the franchisee within 60 days of receipt by the manufacturer
of the proposal. However, nothing herein shall be construed to
prevent a franchiser from inplenenting affirmative action
prograns providing busi ness opportunities for mnorities, or from
conplying with applicable federal, State or |ocal |aw

(12) to prevent or refuse to grant a franchise to a person
because such person owns, has investment in or participates in
the managenent of or holds a franchise for the sale of another
make or line of nmotor vehicles within 7 mles of the proposed
franchise location in a county having a popul ation of nore than
300, 000 persons, or within 12 miles of the proposed franchise
location in a county having a population of [ess than 300, 000
persons; or

(13) to prevent or attenpt to prevent any new notor vehicle
deal er fromestablishing any additional notor vehicle dealership
or other facility limted to the sale of factory repurchase
vehicles or late nodel vehicles or otherwise offering for sale
factory repurchase vehicles of the same |ine nake at an existing
franchise by failing to make avail abl e any contract, agreenent or
ot her arrangenent which is nade avail able or otherwi se offered to
any person.

A
copy of the delivery and preparation obligations of its notor vehicle
deal ers and a schedul e of the conpensation to be paid to its notor

therein shall constitute any such dealer's only predel ivery

obligations as between such dealer and such nanufacturer. The
conpensation as set forth on said schedul e shall be reasonable.

For purposes of this Section, "manufacturer's suggested retai

ownership shall revert to the manufacturer; and the deal er shal

i ncur no obligations, financial, or otherwi se for that new notor

vehi cl e.

A notor vehicle dealer shall disclose to the purchaser before



delivery of the new notor vehicle, in witing, any danmage that the
dealer has actual know edge was sustained or incurred by the notor
vehicle at any tinme after the manufacturing process was conplete but
before delivery of the vehicle to the purchaser. This disclosure is
not required when the cost to repair does not exceed 6% of the
manuf acturer's suggested retail price of the vehicle based upon the
dealer's actual retail repair cost, including |l|abor, parts, and
materials if the danage is repaired or the retail estinmate to repair
the vehicle if it is not repaired.

Danage to glass, tires, bunpers, and in-dash audio equipnent is
not to be considered in determning the cost of repair if replaced
with the manufacturer's original equipnent.

If disclosure is not required under this Section, a purchaser may
not revoke or rescind a sales contract due to the fact the new
vehicle was danaged and repaired before conpletion of the sale. In
t hat ci rcunst ance, nondi scl osure does not constitute a
m srepresentation or om ssion of fact.

A manufacturer, factory branch, distributor, distributor branch,
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or whol esal er of new notor vehicles shall, notwi thstanding the terns
of any franchise agreenent, indemify and hold harm ess the notor

vehi cl e deal er obtaining a new notor vehicle from the manufacturer
factory branch, distributor, distributor branch, or whol esaler from
and against any liability, including reasonable attorney's fees,
expert wtness fees, court costs, and other expenses incurred in the
litigation, so long as such fees and costs are reasonable, that the
motor vehicle dealer nmay be subjected to by the purchaser of the
vehi cl e because of danage to the notor vehicle that occurred before
delivery of the vehicle to the dealer and that was not disclosed in
witing to the dealer prior to delivery of the vehicle.

(a) Every manufacturer, distributor, wholesaler, distributor
branch or division, factory branch or division, or wholesale branch
or division shall ©properly fulfill any warranty agreement and
adequately and fairly conpensate each of its notor vehicle dealers
for labor and parts.

(b) In no event shall such conpensation fail to i ncl ude
reasonabl e conpensation for diagnostic work, as well as repair
service, and labor, and parts. Tinme allowances for the diagnosis and
performance of warranty work and service shall be reasonabl e and
adequate for the work to be perforned. In the determ nation of what
constitutes reasonabl e conpensati on under this Section, the principa
factor to be given consideration shall be the prevailing wage rates
being paid by the dealer in the relevant narket area in which the




nmotor vehicle dealer is doing business, and in no event shall such
conpensation of a notor vehicle dealer for warranty service be |ess
than the rates charged by such dealer for like service to retai

custonmers for nonwarranty service and repairs. The franchiser shal

rei mourse the franchisee for any parts provided in satisfaction of a
warranty at the prevailing retail price charged by that dealer for
the sanme parts when not provided in satisfaction of a warranty;
provi ded that such notor vehicle franchisee's prevailing retail price
i s not unreasonabl e when conpared with that of the holders of notor
vehicle franchises from the sane notor vehicle franchiser for
identical nerchandise in the geographic area in which the notor
vehicle franchisee is engaged in business. Al clains, either
original or resubmtted, made by notor vehicle deal ers hereunder and
under Section 5 for such | abor and parts shall be either approved or
di sapproved within 30 days following their subnmission. Al approved
claims shall be paid within 30 days following their approval. The
not or vehicle deal er who submits a claimwhich is disapproved shal

be notified in witing of the disapproval within the sane period, and
each such notice shall state the specific grounds upon which the
di sapproval is based. The notor vehicle dealer shall be permtted to
correct and resubmt such disapproved clains wthin 30 days of

recei pt of disapproval. Any clains not specifically disapproved in
witing within 30 days fromtheir subm ssion shall be deemed approved
and paynent shall follow within 30 days. The nanufacturer or

franchi ser shall have the right to require reasonable docunentation
for clains and to audit such clains within a one year period fromthe
date the claim was paid or credit issued by the manufacturer or
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franchiser, and to charge back any fal se or unsubstantiated clains.
The audit and charge back provisions of this Section also apply to
all other incentive and rei nbursenent prograns for a period of 18
nonths after the date of the transactions that are subject to audit
by the franchi ser. However, the manufacturer retains the right to
charge back any fraudulent claimif the manufacturer establishes in a
court of conpetent jurisdiction in this State that the claimis
fraudul ent .

(c) The nmotor vehicle franchiser shall not, by agreenment, by
restrictions upon reinbursenment, or otherwi se, restrict the nature
and extent of services to be rendered or parts to be provided so that
such restriction prevents the notor vehi cl e franchi see from
satisfying the warranty by rendering services in a good and
wor krmanl i ke nmanner and providing parts which are required in
accordance wth generally accepted standards. Any such restriction
shall constitute a prohibited practice

(d) For the purposes of this Section, the "prevailing retai
price charged by that dealer for the sane parts" neans the price paid
by the notor vehicle franchisee for parts, including all shipping and
other charges, mltiplied by the sumof 1.0 and the franchisee's
aver age percentage nmarkup over the price paid by the notor vehicle
franchisee for parts purchased by the notor vehicle franchi see from
the notor vehicle franchiser and sold at retail. The notor vehicle
franchi see may establish average percentage markup under this Section
by submitting to the notor vehicle franchiser 100 sequential customner




paid service repair orders or 90 days of custoner paid service repair
orders, whichever is less, covering repairs made no nore than 180
days before the subm ssion, and decl ari ng what the average percentage
markup is. The average percentage markup so declared shall go into
effect 30 days followng the declaration, subject to audit of the
submtted repair orders by the notor vehicle franchi ser and
adj ustnent of the average percentage markup based on that audit. Any
audit nust be conducted wthin 30 days followi ng the declaration.
Only retail sales not involving warranty repairs, parts covered by
subsection (e) of this Section, or parts supplied for routine vehicle
nmai nt enance, shall be considered in calcul ating average percentage
mar kup. No notor vehicle franchiser shall require a notor vehicle
franchisee to establish average percentage markup by a net hodol ogy,
or by requiring information, that 1is unduly burdensonme or tine
consumng to provide, including, but not limted to, part by part or
transaction by transaction calculations. A notor vehicle franchisee
shall not request a change in the average percentage narkup nore than
twice in one cal endar year.

(e) If a notor vehicle franchiser supplies a part or parts for
use in a repair rendered under a warranty other than by sale of that
part or parts to the notor vehicle franchi see, the notor vehicle
franchi see shall be entitled to conpensation equivalent to the notor
vehicle franchisee's average percentage narkup on the part or parts,
as if the part or parts had been sold to the notor vehicle franchi see
by the notor vehicle franchiser. The requirenments of this subsection
(e) shall not apply to entire engine assenblies and entire
transm ssion assenblies. |In the case of those assenblies, the notor
vehicl e franchiser shall reinburse the notor vehicle franchisee in
the amount of 30% of what the notor vehicle franchi see woul d have
paid the notor vehicle franchiser for the assenbly if the assenbly
had not been supplied by the franchiser other than by the sal e of
that assenbly to the notor vehicle franchisee.

Were
the franchisee or dealer substantially prevails the court or
arbitration panel or Mdtor Vehicle Review Board shall award
attorney's fees and assess costs, including expert witness fees and
other expenses incurred by the dealer in the litigation, so long as
such fees and costs are reasonable, against the opposing party.
Moreover, for the purposes of the award of attorney's fees, expert
wi tness fees, and costs whenever the franchi see or dealer is seeking
injunctive or other relief, the franchisee or dealer nmay be
consi dered to have prevailed when a judgnent is entered in its favor,
when a final administrative decisionis entered in its favor and
affirmed, iif subject to judicial review, when a consent order is
entered into, or when the manufacturer, distributor, wholesaler
distributor branch or division, factory facter branch or division
whol esale branch or division, or any officer, agent or other
representative thereof ceases the conduct, act or practice which is
alleged to be in violation of any Section of this Act.

Sec. 29. Procedures for hearing on protest. Upon receipt of a
tinmely notice of protest under paragraph (6) of subsection (d) or
paragraph (6), (8), or (10) of subsection (e) of Section 4 and
Section 12 of this Act, the Mdtor Vehicle Review Board shall enter an
order fixing a date (within 60 days of the date of the order), tine,
the place of a hearing and send by certified mail, return receipt
requested, a copy of the order to the manufacturer and the objecting
dealer or dealers. Subject to Section 10-20 of the Illinois
Adm ni strative Procedure Act, the Board shall designhate a hearing
of ficer who shall conduct the hearing. Al administrative hearing
of ficers shall be attorneys licensed to practice lawin this State.

At the time and place fixed in the Board' s order, the Board or
its duly authorized agent, the hearing officer, shall proceed to hear
the protest, and all parties to the protest shall be afforded an
opportunity to present in person or by counsel, statements,
testinmony, evidence, and argunent as nay be pertinent to the issues.
The hearing officer may continue the hearing date by agreenment of the
parties, or upon a finding of good cause, but in no event shall the
heari ng be reschedul ed nore than 90 days after the Board's initial
order.

Upon any hearing, the Board or its duly authorized agent, the
hearing officer, nmay administer oaths to wtnesses and i ssue
subpoenas for the attendance of w tnesses or other persons and the
production of relevant docunents, records, and other evidence and may
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requi re exam nation thereon. For purposes of discovery, the Board or
its designated hearing officer may, if deened appropriate and proper
under the circunstances, authorize the parties to engage in such
di scovery procedures as are provided for in civil actions in Section
2-1003 of the Code of Gvil Procedure. Discovery shall be conpleted
no later than 15 days prior to comencenent of the proceeding or
hearing. Enforcenent of discovery procedures shall be as provided in



t he regul ati ons. Subpoenas issued shall be served in the sanme nmanner
as subpoenas issued out of the circuit courts. The fees of
subpoenaed w tnesses under this Act for attendance and travel shal
be the sane as fees of witnesses before the circuit courts of this
State, such fees to be paid when the witness is excused from further
attendance, provided the witness is subpoenaed at the instance of the
Board or an agent authorized by the Board; and paynent of fees shal
be made and audited in the same nmanner as ot her expenses of the
Board. Whenever a subpoena is issued at the request of a party to a
proceedi ng, conpl ai nant, or respondent, as the case nmay be, the Board
may require that the cost of service of the subpoena and the fee of
same shall be borne by the party at whose instance the wtness is
sunmoned, and the Board shall have power, inits discretion, to
require a deposit to cover the cost of service and witness fees and
the paynent of the legal wtness fee and nmleage to the wtness
served with the subpoena. In any protest before the Board, the Board
or its designated hearing officer may order a nmandatory settl enment
conference. The failure of a party to appear, to be prepared, or to
have authority to settle the matter may result in any or all of the
fol | owi ng:

(a) The Board or its designated hearing officer nmay suspend al
proceedi ngs before the Board in the matter until conpliance.

(b) The Board or its designated hearing officer may dismss the
proceedi ngs or any part thereof before the Board wth or wthout
prej udi ce.

(c) The Board or its designated hearing officer may require al
of the Board's costs to be paid by the party at fault.

Any circuit court of this State, upon application of the Board,
or an officer or agent designated by the Board for the purpose of
conducting any hearing, may, in its discretion, conpel the attendance
of wtnesses, the production of books, papers, accounts, or
docunments, and giving of testinony before the Board or before any
officer or agent designated for the purpose of conducting the
heari ng. Failure to obey the order may be puni shed by the circuit
court as contenpt.

A party may conduct cross-examnation required for a full and
fair disclosure of the facts. Wthin 20 days of the date of the
hearing, the hearing officer shall issue his or her proposed deci sion
to the Board and shall, by certified nail, return receipt requested,
serve the proposed decision upon the parties, with an opportunity
afforded to each party to file exceptions and present a brief to the
Board within 10 days of their receipt of the proposed decision. The
proposed deci sion shall contain a statenent of the reasons for the
decision and each issue of fact or |aw necessary to the proposed

decision. The Board shall then issue its final order which, if
applicable, shall include the award of attorney's fees, expert
wi tness fees, and an assessnent of costs, including other expenses

incurred in the litigation, if permtted under this Act, so long as
such fees and costs are reasonabl e.

In a hearing on a protest filed under paragraph (6) of subsection
(d) or paragraph (6), (8), or (10) of Section 4 or Section 12 of this
Act, the manufacturer shall have the burden of proof to establish
that there is good cause for the franchiser to: grant or establish
an additional franchise or relocate an existing franchise; cancel,
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term nate, refuse to extend or renew a franchise or selling
agreenent; or change or nodify the obligations of the notor vehicle
dealer as a condition to offering a renewal, replacenent, or
succeedi ng franchise or selling agreenent or refuse to honor
succession to ownership or refuse to approve a proposed transfer or
sal e. The determnation whether good cause exists shall be nade
under Section 12 of this Act.

The Board shall record the testinony and preserve a record of al
proceedi ngs at the hearing by proper neans of recordation. The
notice required to be given by the manufacturer and notice of protest
by the dealer or other party, the notice of hearing, and all other
docunents in the nature of pleadings, notions, and rulings, all
evi dence, offers of proof, objections, and rulings thereon, the
transcript of testinony, the report of findings or proposed decision
of the hearing officer, and the orders of the Board shall constitute
the record of the proceedings. The Board shall furnish a transcript
of the record to any person interested in the hearing upon paynent of
the actual cost thereof.

"Home repair and renodeling" includes the construction, installation
repl acenent, or inprovenent of driveways, sw nming pools, porches,
kit chens, bathroons, basenents, chimeys, chimey I|iners, garages,
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fences, fallout shelters, central air conditioning, central heating,
boilers, furnaces, electrical wring, sewers, plunbing fixtures,
storm doors, w ndows, roofs, awnings, and other inprovenents to
structures within the residence or upon the Iland adjacent to the

resi dence. "Home repair and renodeling" does not include the sale,
installation, «cleaning, or repair of car pets; t he repair,
installation, replacenent, or connection of any hone appliance
including, but not limted to, disposals, refrigerators, ranges,

garage door openers, televisions or television antennas, washing
machi nes, tel ephones, hot water heaters, satellite dishes, or other
appl i ances when the persons replacing, installing, repairing, or
connecting the hone appliance are enpl oyees or agents of the nerchant
that sold the hone appliance or sold new products of the sane type;
or | andscapi ng.

"Person" neans any i ndi vi dual , part ner ship, corporation
busi ness, trust, or other legal entity.
"Resi dence" nmeans a single-famly honme or dwelling or a

multiple-famly home or dwelling containing 6 or fewer apartnents,
condom ni uns, town houses, or dwelling units, used or intended to be
used by occupants as dwelling places. This Act does not apply to
original construction of single-famly or nulti-famly residences or
repairs to dwellings containing nore than 6 apartments or fanmly
units.

Section 15. Witten contract; costs enunerated. Prior to
initiating home repair or renodeling work for over $1,000, a person
engaged in the business of home repair or renodeling shall furnish to
the custoner for signature a witten contract or work order that

states the total cost, including parts and nmaterials listed wth
reasonabl e particularity and any charge for an estinate. In
addition, the contract shall state the business nane and address of
the person engaged in the business of home repair or renodeling. If

t he person engaged in the business of honme repair or renpdeling uses
a post office box or mail receiving service or agent to receive hone
repair or renodeling business correspondence, the contract al so shal
state the residence address of the person engaged in the business of
horme repair or renodeling.

Section 20. Consuner rights brochure. (a) For any contract over



$1,000, any person engaging in the business of hone repair and
renmodel i ng shall provide to its custoners a copy of the "Hone Repair:
Know Your Consuner Ri ghts" panphlet prior to the execution of any

home repair and renodeling contract. The consuner shall sign and
date an acknow edgnment formentitled "Consuner R ghts Acknow edgnent
Form that states: "I, the honmeowner, have received from the
contractor a copy of the panphlet entitled ' Home Repair: Know Your
Consumer Rights.'" The contractor or his or her representative shal

al so sign and date the acknow edgnent form which includes the nane
and address of the hone repair and renodeling business. The

acknow edgnent form shall be in duplicate and incorporated into the
panphl et. The original acknow edgnent form shall be retained by the
contractor and the duplicate copy shall be retained within the
panphl et by the consuner.

(b) For any contract for $1,000 or under, any person engaging in
t he busi ness of hone repair and renodeling shall provide to its
customers a copy of the "Hone Repair: Know Your Consuner Ri ghts"
panphl et. No witten acknow edgnment of receipt of the panphlet is
required for a contract of $1,000 or under

Do not
admt anyone into your honme unless he or she can present authentic
identification establishing his or her business status. When in
doubt, do not hesitate to call the worker's enployer to verify his or
her identity.

(5) Contractors demandi ng cash paynment for a job or who ask you
to nake a check payable to a person other than the owner or conpany
nane.

(6) Ofers from a contractor to drive you to the bank to
wi t hdraw funds to pay for the work.

CONTRACTS

(1) Get all estimates in witing.

(2) Do not be induced into signing a contract by high-pressure
sal es tactics.



(3) Never sign a contract with blank spaces or one you do not
fully understand. |f you are taking out a loan to finance the work,
do not sign the contract before your |ender approves the |oan

(4) Renenber, you have 3 business days fromthe tine you sign
your contract to cancel any contract if the sale is nade at vyour
hone. The contractor cannot deprive you of this right by initiating
work, selling your contract to a I ender, or any other tactic.

(5) If the contractor does business under a nane other than the
contractor's real nane, the business nust either be incorporated or
regi stered under the Assuned Business Nanme Act. Check with the
Secretary of State to see if the business is incorporated or with the
county clerk to see if the business has registered under the Assuned
Busi ness Nane Act.

(6) Honeowners should check with local and county wunits of
governnent to determine if permits or inspections are required.

(7) Determine whether the contractor will guarantee his or her
wor k and products.

(8) Determ ne whether the contractor has the proper insurance.

(9) Do not sign a certificate of conpletion or nake fina
paynment until the work is done to your satisfaction

(10) Renenber, honmeowners shoul d know who provi des supplies and
labor for any work performed on vyour hone. Suppliers and
subcontractors have a right to file a lien against your property if
the general contractor fails to pay them To protect your property,
request lien waivers fromthe general contractor

BASI C TERVS TO BE | NCLUDED | N A CONTRACT

(1) Contractor's full nane, address, and telephone nunber.
I11inois law requires that persons selling home repair and
i nprovenent services provide their custonmers wth notice of any
change to their business nane or address that cones about prior to
the agreed dates for begi nning or conpleting the work.

(2) A description of the work to be perforned.

(3) Starting and estimated conpl eti on dates.
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(4) Total cost of work to be perforned.

(5) Schedul e and nmethod of paynment, including down paynent,
subsequent paynents, and final paynent.

(6) A provision stating the grounds for termnation of the
contract by either party. However, the honeowner nust pay the
contractor for work conpleted. |If the contractor fails to comence
or conplete work within the contracted tinme period, the honeowner nay
cancel and may be entitled to a refund of any down paynent or other
paynents made towards the work, upon witten demand by certified
mai | .

Homeowners shoul d obtain a copy of the signed contract and keep
it in a safe place for reference as needed.

occurrence for property damage, and in the amobunt of $10, 000 per
occurrence for inproper home repair or renodeling not in confornance
with applicable State, county, or nunicipal building codes, unless
the person has a net worth of not |ess than $1, 000,000 as determ ned
on the basis of the person's nost recent financial statenent,
prepared within 13 nonths.

Section 30. Unlawful acts. It is wunlawful for any person
engaged in the business of hone repairs and renodeling to renodel or
make repairs or charge for renodeling or repair work before obtaining
a signed contract or work order over $1,000. This conduct is
unlawful but is not exclusive nor neant to limt other kinds of
nmet hods, acts, or practices that may be unfair or deceptive.

Section 35. Enforcenent.

(a) The Attorney Ceneral or the State's Attorney of any county
in this State may bring an action in the name of the people of this
State against any person to restrain and prevent any pattern or
practice violation of this Act.

i nsureds, when nedically appropriate and the insured has a ternina
condition related to cancer that according to the diagnosis of the

treating physician, licensed to practice nedicine in all its
branches, is considered life threatening, to participate in an
approved cancer research trial and shall provide coverage for the

patient care provided pursuant to investigational cancer treatnments
as provided in subsection (b). Coverage under this Section may have
an annual benefit linmt of $10, 000.

(b) Coverage shall include routine patient care costs such as
bl ood tests, x-rays, bone scans, nagnetic resonance inmages, patient
visits, hospital stays, or other simlar costs generally incurred by
the insured party in standard cancer treatnment. Routine patient care
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costs specifically shall not include the cost of any clinical tria
therapies, reginmens, or conbinations t her eof , any dr ugs or
pharmaceuticals in connection wth an approved clinical trial, any
costs associated with the provision of any goods, services, or
benefits that are generally furnished without charge in connection
with an approved clinical trial programfor treatnment of cancer, any
addi ti onal costs associated with the provision of any goods,




services, or benefits that previously have been provided to, paid
for, or reinbursed, or any other simlar costs. Routine patient care
costs shall specifically not include costs for treatnments or services
prescribed for the convenience of the insured, enrollee, or
physician. It is specifically the intent of this Section not to
relieve the sponsor or a clinical trial program of financial
responsibility for accepted costs of the program

(c) For purposes of this Section, coverage is provided only for
cancer trials that neet each of the following criteria:

(1) the effectiveness of the treatnent has not been
determined relative to established therapies;

(2) the trial is under clinical investigation as part of an
approved cancer research trial in Phase Il, Phase Ill, or Phase
I'V of investigation;

(3) the trial is approved by the U S. Secretary of Health
and Human Services, the Director of the National Institutes of
Heal th, the Conmm ssioner of the Food and Drug Administration
(through an investigational new drug exenption under Section
505(1) of the federal Food, Drug, and Cosnetic Act or an
i nvestigational device exenption under Section 520(g) of that
Act), or a qualified nongovernnmental cancer research entity as
defined in guidelines of the National Institutes of Health or a
peer reviewed and approved cancer research program as defined by
the U S. Secretary of Health and Hunman Services, conducted for
the primary purpose of determining whether or not a cancer
treatment is safe or efficacious or has any other characteristic
of a cancer treatnent that nust be denonstrated in order for the
cancer treatnent to be nedically necessary or appropriate;

(4) the trial is being conducted at nultiple sites
t hr oughout the State;

(5) the patient's prinmary care physician, if any, 1is
i nvolved in the coordination of care; and

(6) the results of the investigational trial wll be

submitted for publication in peer-reviewed scientific studies,
research, or literature published in or accepted for publication
by nedical journals that nmeet nationally recogni zed requirenents
for scientific manuscripts and that submit nost of their
published articles for review by experts who are not part of the
editorial staff. These studies may include those conducted by or
under the auspices of the federal government's Agency for Health

Care Policy and Research, National Institutes of Health, Nationa

Cancer Institute, National Acadeny of Sciences, Health Care

Fi nanci ng Administration, and any national board recognized by

the National Institutes of Health for the purpose of eval uating

t he medi cal val ue of health services.

organi zation. Nothing in this definition shall be construed to nean
that a hospital is a health care entity.

"Health care plan" means any entity |icensed by the Departnent of
Insurance as a prepaid health care plan or health nmaintenance
organi zation or as an insurer which requires the subm ssion of
credential s data.

"Health care professional" neans any person |icensed under the
Medi cal Practice Act of 1987 or any person |icensed under any other
Act subsequently rmade subject to this Act by the Departnent.

"Hospital" nmeans a hospital |icensed under the Hospital Licensing
Act or any hospital organized under the University of Illinois
Hospital Act.

"Recredentialing" means the process by which a health care
entity, health care plan or hospital ensures that a health care
prof essional who is currently credentialed by the health care entity,
health care plan or hospital continues to neet the credentialing
criteria used by the health care entity, health care plan, or
hospital no nore than once every 2 years.

"Single credentialing cycle" nmeans a process whereby for purposes
of recredentialing each health care professional's credentials data
are collected by all health care entities and health care plans that
credential the health care professional during the sane tine period
and only once every 2 years.

"Site survey" nmeans a process by which a health care entity or
health care plan assesses the office locations and nedical record
keepi ng practices of a health care professional
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"Single site survey" neans a process by which, for purposes of
recredentialing, each health care professional receives a site visit



only once every two years.

"Uniform health care credentials form' neans the form devel oped
by the Departnent under Section 15 to collect the <credentials data
comonly requested by health care entities and health care plans for
pur poses of credentialing.

"Uniformhealth care recredentials fornl neans the form devel oped
by the Departnment under Section 15 to collect the credentials data
commonly requested by health care entities and health care plans for
pur poses of recredentialing.

"Uni form hospital credentials fornf nmeans the form devel oped by
the Departnment under Section 15 to collect the credentials data
commonl y requested by hospitals for purposes of credentialing.

"“Uni form hospital recredentials forn neans the form devel oped by
t he Departnent under Section 15 to collect the credentials data
commonl y requested by hospitals for purposes of recredentialing.

"Uniform site survey instrument" neans the instrunent devel oped
by the Departnent under Section 25 to conplete a single site survey
as part of a credentialing or recredentialing process.

Section 10. Health Care Credential s Council

(a) There is established a Health Care Credentials Council
consi sting of 13 nenbers, to assist the Departnent in accordance wth
Sections 15, 20, 25, and 30 of this Act. The Director, or his or her
desi gnee, shall serve as one nmenber and chair of the council and the
CGovernor shall appoint the remaining 12 nmenbers. Three nmenbers shal

(g) Each health care professional shall provide any corrections,
updates, and nodifications to his or her credentials data to ensure

revocation, Medicare or Medicaid sanctions, revocation of hospita

(h) Any credentials data collected or obtained by the health
care entity, health care plan, or hospital shall be confidential, as
provi ded by |aw, and otherwi se nmay not be redi sclosed without witten
consent of the health care professional, except that in any
proceeding to chall enge credentialing or recredentialing, or in any
judicial review thereof, the claimof confidentiality shall not be
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i nvoked to deny a health care entity, health care plan, or hospita

access to or wuse of credentials data. Not hing in this Section
prevents a health care entity, health care plan, or hospital from
di scl osi ng any credential s data to its officers, directors,

enpl oyees, agents, subcontractors, nedical staff nmenbers, any
comittee of the health care entity, health care plan, or hospita

involved in the credentialing process, or accreditation bodies or
i censing agencies.

Section 20. Single credentialing cycle.

(a) The Departnent, in consultation with the council, shall by
rule establish a single credentialing cycl e. The single
credentialing cycle shall be based on a specific variable or
vari abl es. To the extent possible the single credentialing cycle

shall be established to ensure that the credentials data of all
health care professionals in a group or at a single site are
collected during the sanme tine period. However, nothing in this Act
shall be construed to require the single credentialing cycle to be
established to ensure that the credentials data of all health care
professionals in a group or at a single site are collected during the
sane time period.

(e) Electronic comunication

For purposes of this Article, the term electronic comunication
nmeans any transfer of signs, signals, witing, inages, sounds, data,
or intelligence of any nature transnmtted in whole or part by a wre,
radi o, pager, conputer, electronagnetic, photo electronic or photo
optical system where the sending and receiving parties intend the
el ectronic communication to be private and t he i nterception
recording, or transcription of the electronic comunication is
acconplished by a device in a surreptitious manner contrary to the
provisions of this Article.

The Partnership's Board of Directors shal
consist of the Drector of Conmerce and Community Affairs or his or




her desi gnee, the chief executive of the Gty of Chicago's Ofice of
Tourism and 3 nenbers appointed by the Director of Conmerce and
Community Affairs. One of the Director's appointees shall be a
person with | eadership experience at a convention and tourism bureau
in Chicago certified by the Departnment, and 2 of the Director's
appoi ntees shall be persons wth | eadership experience at convention
and tourism bureaus in the State outside the Cty of Chicago
certified by the Departnent wth active international tourism
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mar keti ng prograns. The powers and duties of the Partnership shall be
to (i) work with the Departnment for efficient use of their

international tourism marketing resources, (ii) pronote Illinois in
international neetings and tourism narkets, (iii) wor k W th
convention and tourismbureaus throughout the State to increase the
nunber of international tourists to Illinois, and (iv) provide

training, technical support, and grants to convention and tourism
bureaus in cities other than Chicago.

(b) The Departnent shall make the grants from noney in the
International Tourism Fund, a special fund created in the State
Treasury. O the anounts deposited into the Fund in fiscal year 2000
after January 1, 2000, 55% shall be used for grants to convention and
touri smbureaus in Chicago (other than the City of Chicago's Ofice
of Tourisn) and 45% shall be wused for grants to the Illinois
Partnership for International Meetings and Tourism O the anounts
deposited into the Fund in fiscal year 2001 and thereafter, 27.5%
shall be used for grants to the Gty of Chicago's Ofice of Tourism
27.5% shall be used for grants to other convention and tourism
bureaus in Chicago, and 45% shall be used for grants to the Illinois
Partnership for International Meetings and Tourism O the anounts
granted to the Partnership, not less than $1,000,000 shall be used
annually to nake grants to convention and tourismbureaus in cities
other than Chicago that denonstrate their international tourism
appeal and request to develop or expand their international tourism
nmar keti ng program

(c) A convention and tourismbureau is eligible to receive grant
noneys under this Section if the bureau (i) is a unit of Iloca
governnment or is an entity established under the General Not For
Profit Corporation Act of 1986, (ii) is affiliated with at |east one
nmunicipality or county, (iii) enploys at least one full-tinme staff
person, and (iv) is certified by the Departnent as the designated
recipient to serve an area of the State. The City of Chicago's
O fice of Tourismand all convention and tourism bureaus nust provide
mat chi ng funds equal to the grant to be eligible to receive the
grant. Gants received by the Gty of Chicago's Ofice of Tourism
and by convention and tourism bureaus in Chicago may be expended for
t he general purposes of pronoting conventions and tourism

Sec. 6. Except as provided hereinafter in this Section, on or
before the | ast day of each cal endar nonth, every person engaged in
the business of renting, leasing or letting roons in a hotel in this
State during the preceding cal endar nonth shall file a return wth
t he Departnent, stating:

1. The nane of the operator

2. H's residence address and the address of his principa
pl ace of business and the address of the principal place of
business (if that is a different address) from which he engages
in the business of renting, leasing or letting roonms in a hotel
in this State;

3. Total anount of rental receipts received by himduring
the precedi ng calendar nonth from renting, leasing or letting
roons during such preceding cal endar nonth

4. Total amount of rental receipts received by himduring
the precedi ng calendar nonth from renting, leasing or letting
roons to permanent residents during such preceding cal endar
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nont h;

5. Total amount of other exclusions from gross rental
recei pts allowed by this Act;
6. Goss rental receipts which were received by himduring

t he precedi ng cal endar nonth and upon the basis of which the tax

i s inmposed;

7. The anount of tax due;
8. Such other reasonable information as the Departnent nay
require.

If the operator's average nonthly tax liability to the Depart nment
does not exceed $200, the Departnent may authorize his returns to be
filed on a quarter annual basis, wth the return for January,
February and March of a given year being due by April 30 of such
year; wth the return for April, My and June of a given year being
due by July 31 of such year; with the return for July, August and
Septenber of a given year being due by Cctober 31 of such year, and
with the return for Cctober, Novenber and Decenber of a given vyear
bei ng due by January 31 of the follow ng year

If the operator's average nonthly tax liability to the Depart nment
does not exceed $50, the Departnent may authorize his returns to be
filed on an annual basis, with the return for a given year being due
by January 31 of the follow ng year

Such quarter annual and annual returns, as to form and substance,
shal |l be subject to the same requirenments as nonthly returns.

Notwi t hstanding any other provision in this Act concerning the
time within which an operator may file his return, in the case of any
operator who ceases to engage in a kind of business which nakes him
responsible for filing returns under this Act, such operator shal
file a final return under this Act with the Departnent not nore than
1 nonth after discontinuing such business.

Were the sanme person has nore than 1 business registered with
t he Departnent under separate registrations under this Act, such
person shall not file each return that is due as a single return
covering all such registered businesses, but shall file separate
returns for each such regi stered business.



In his return, the operator shall determ ne the value of any
consi deration other than noney received by himin connection with the
renting, leasing or letting of roons in the course of his business
and he shall include such value in his return. Such determ nation
shall be subject to review and revision by the Departnent in the
manner herei nafter provided for the correction of returns.

Where the operator is a corporation, the return filed on behal f
of such corporation shall be signed by the president, vice-president,
secretary or treasurer or by the properly accredited agent of such
cor porati on.

The person filing the return herein provided for shall, at the
time of filing such return, pay to the Departnent the anount of tax
herein inposed. The operator filing the return under this Section
shall, at the time of filing such return, pay to the Departnment the
amount of tax inposed by this Act less a discount of 2.1%or $25 per
cal endar year, whichever is greater, which is allowed to reinburse
the operator for the expenses incurred in keeping records, preparing
and filing returns, remtting the tax and supplying data to the
Depart nent on request.

There shall be deposited in the Build Illinois Fund in the State
Treasury for each State fiscal year 40% of the anmobunt of total net
proceeds fromthe tax inposed by subsection (a) of Section 3. O the
remai ni ng 60% $5, 000, 000 shall be deposited in the Illinois Sports
Facilities Fund and credited to the Subsidy Account each fiscal year
by nmaki ng nonthly deposits in the amobunt of 1/8 of $5,000,000 plus
cunmul ative deficiencies in such deposits for prior nonths, and an
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addi tional $8, 000,000 shall be deposited in the Illinois Sports
Facilities Fund and credited to the Advance Account each fiscal year
by nmaki ng nonthly deposits in the amobunt of 1/8 of $8,000,000 plus
any cunul ative deficiencies in such deposits for prior nonths. (The
deposits of the additional $8,000,000 during each fiscal year shal
be treated as advances of funds to the Illinois Sports Facilities
Authority for its corporate purposes to the extent paid to the
Authority or its trustee and shall be repaid into the General Revenue
Fund in the State Treasury by the State Treasurer on behalf of the
Authority solely fromcollections of the tax inposed by the Authority
pursuant to Section 19 of the Illinois Sports Facilities Act, as
amended. )

O the renmaining 60% of the anmount of total net proceeds fromthe
tax inposed by subsection (a) of Section 3 after all required
deposits in the Illinois Sports Facilities Fund, the amount equal to
8% of the net revenue realized fromthe Hotel Qperators' GCccupation
Tax Act plus an anount equal to 8% of the net revenue realized from
any tax inposed under Section 4.05 of the Chicago Wrld's Fair-1992
Aut hority during the preceding nonth shall be deposited in the Loca
Tourism Fund each nonth for purposes authorized by Section 46.6a of
the Gvil Admnistrative Code of Illinois in the Local Tourism Fund,
and beginning August 1, 1999 the anount equal to 6% of the net
revenue realized fromthe Hotel Operators' Cccupation Tax Act during
the precedi ng nonth shall be deposited into the International Tourism
Fund for the purposes authorized in Section 46.6d of the Cvil
Admi nistrative Code of Illinois. "Net revenue realized for a nonth"




means the revenue «collected by the State under that Act during the
previous nonth | ess the anount paid out during that same nonth as
refunds to taxpayers for overpaynent of liability under that Act.

After making all these deposits, all other proceeds of the tax
i mposed under subsection (a) of Section 3 shall be deposited in the
Ceneral Revenue Fund in the State Treasury. Al noneys received by
the Departnent fromthe additional tax inposed under subsection (b)
of Section 3 shall be deposited into the Build Illinois Fund in the
State Treasury.

The Departnment may, upon separate witten notice to a taxpayer,
require the taxpayer to prepare and file with the Department on a
formprescribed by the Departnent within not |ess than 60 days after
receipt of the notice an annual information return for the tax year
specified in the notice. Such annual return to the Department shal
i nclude a statenent of gross receipts as shown by the operator's | ast
State incone tax return. If the total receipts of the business as
reported in the State incone tax return do not agree with the gross
receipts reported to the Departnent for the sane period, the operator
shall attach to his annual information return a schedule showi ng a
reconciliation of the 2 anounts and the reasons for the difference.
The operator's annual information return to the Departnent shall al so

disclose pay roll information of the operator's business during the
year covered by such return and any additional reasonable information
whi ch the Departnent deens would be helpful in determning the

accuracy of the nonthly, quarterly or annual tax returns by such
operator as hereinbefore provided for in this Section

If the annual information return required by this Section is not
filed when and as required the taxpayer shall be liable for a penalty
in an anount determned in accordance with Section 3-4 of the Uniform
Penalty and Interest Act until such return is filed as required, the
penalty to be assessed and collected in the sane manner as any ot her
penalty provided for in this Act.

The chi ef executive officer, proprietor, owner or highest ranking
manager shall sign the annual return to certify the accuracy of the
i nformati on contained therein. Any person who wllfully signs the
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annual return containing false or inaccurate information shall be
guilty of perjury and puni shed accordingly. The annual return form
prescribed by the Departnent shall include a warning that the person
signing the return nmay be liable for perjury.

The foregoing portion of this Section concerning the filing of an
annual information return shall not apply to an operator who is not
required to file an income tax return with the United States
Gover nnent .

SENATE RESCOLUTI ON NO. 132

WHEREAS, 49 states have reported over 124,000 cases of Lyne
di sease since 1980, wth the actual nunber of cases closer to
mllions of people across the country; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease is the nobst conmon ti ck-borne and
vector-borne di sease - representing nore than 90% of such cases; and

WHEREAS, people infected with the disease live in every state in
t he Uni on; and

WHEREAS, the | argest econonmic study of Lyne disease by the Lyne
Di sease Foundation, Society of Actuaries, and New York University
Stem School of Business shows direct and indirect costs of Lyne
di sease to Anerican society are over a billion dollars per year; and

WHEREAS, this study showed that nedical bills for Lyne di sease
treatment was only 50% of the total costs incurred; and

WHEREAS, this study showed patients with serious di sease cost an
average of $70,000 per case and took an average of 5 physicians to
get diagnosed - the sane nunber of visits as those patients whose
synptons include the telltale Lyne rash; and

WHEREAS, patients' synptons can include nental anguish, |ost work
time, lost school time, disruption in marital relationship, and
deat h; and

WHEREAS, the manifestations of early disease may be mld flu-like
synpt ons and/or an enlarging rash and may first show up as serious
| at e di ssen nat ed di sease; and

WHEREAS, untreated Lyne disease can affect every body system
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causing serious, and sonetimes permanent, danage to the brain,
joints, heart, eyes, liver, spleen, blood vessels, and ki dneys; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease bacteria can cross the placenta and
possi bly affect fetal devel opnent; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease is spread primarily by the bite of a tick
infected with the bacterium Borrella burgdorferi; and

WHEREAS, infected ticks can be carried into out-of-habitat areas
by a wde variety of animals and birds, and infect people in those



areas; and

WHEREAS, Lyne di sease and ot her tick-borne diseases are bound by
no seasonal limtations - ticks transmt the di seases year-round, and
patients suffer year-round; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease-carrying ticks can be found across the
country - in woods, parks, beaches, and yards; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease is nost easily treated as soon as the tick
bite or synptons occur, and is nore difficult to treat if not
di scovered before dissenination occurs, and for sonme nmay not be
curabl e; and

VWHEREAS, pets (cats, dogs) and livestock (cows, horses, goats)
can al so be infected with Lynme di sease as well as other tick-borne
di sorders; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease inmtates other conditions and is therefore
of ten m sdi agnosed; and

WHEREAS, Lyne disease is difficult to diagnose because there is
no reliable test that can prove who is infected or prove a patient
has becone bacteria-free; and

WHEREAS, Lyne di sease was first described in Germany in 1883, the
first US-acquired case was described by a Wsconsin physician in
1970; and

WHEREAS, the best solution to the disease is prevention through
awar eness; and

WHEREAS, awar eness through education is essential to naking the
general public, healthcare professionals, enployers, and insurers
nor e know edgeabl e about the seriousness of tick-borne diseases and
nore conpassionate toward patients and their fanmlies; and

WHEREAS, peopl e need to conduct prevention techni ques to prevent
other tick transmtted di seases, such as ehrlichiosis, babesiosia,
tularema, Rocky Muntain spotted fever, tick paralysis, Colorado
tick fever, and rel apsing fever; and

VWHEREAS, the best prevention agai nst these diseases is
tick-reduction property nmanagenent, tick-bite prevention, and proper
tick renmoval ; and

WHEREAS, prevention neasures can significantly help reduce the
nunber of people who have the di sease, no one control nethod offers a
perfect solution to all tick spread di seases; and

WHEREAS, Illinois has had 220 reported cases, which is only a
fraction of the people affected by the disease in this state; and

RESOLVED, BY THE SENATE OF THE NI NETY- FI RST GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
THE STATE OF ILLINO S, That June is declared Lyne D sease Awar eness
Month. And, be it resolved that organizations and support groups
that help educate the public regarding prevention, early detection
and nanagenent of the aforenentioned di seases are honored for their
efforts; and

RESOLVED, that WIIly Burgdorfer, PhD, M (hon), a Montana
researcher who is Scientist Enmeritus of the National Institutes of
Heal th and foundi ng board nenber of the first organi zati on dedicated
to Lyne disease - the Lyne D sease Foundation - is honored for his
di scovery of the causative agent of Lyne disease and his dedication
to inproving Public Health.
